Whitbread’s name and the onhap- 
py termination of his life. That cir­ 
cumstance, as well as the political cha­ 
racter of Mr. Whitbread, wat> n<tt alto­ 
gether unknown to Napoleon— After 
having described Mm as a faithful and 
active fiiend to his country, but who 
never betrayed, any illiberal or local 
prejudices against the enemies ef it, he 
seimrd disposed to attribute tfio la­ 
mentable event to the moisture of our 
climate. 
He was not Ignorant of the 
effects ascribcd to our gloomy month of 
November, and multiplied his questions 
as to tho pi «valence of fogs in our 
Island, and their supposed efTccta on 
the physical system oi its inhabitants, 
»0 as to produce those hypochondriac 
disorders and the tedium viia to which 
self-destrucion isfrcqueutly imputed. 
He reasoned for some time with no 
common ingenuity on the unexpected 
topic, and concluded with this deci«ive 
opinion :—** Suicide is a crime the 
most revolting to my feelings ; nor does 
any reasoa present itself to uiy under­ 
standing by which it can be jusiiRtd. 
It certiiloiy originates in that specie» cf 
fear which wc call cowardice, ({leltro- 
nerie.J 
For w hut claim can that man 
I have'to courage, who trembles at the 
I frowns of fortune 
True heroism 
consists in becoming superior 10 the 
[ ills of life, in whavever shape they may 
I cbafleogc fiim to the combat.”

—it has been for years the peculiar lot 
of the best friends of the State and Coun­ 
try, to be assailed with all the filth,which 
those political hireling vehicles, called 
democratic pajKra, could collect;—and 
it may jusily be considered as evidence 
of their having served their country with 
distinguished fidelity, and andeviating 
recritudc.—But when the choice of our 
blAte officers is depending, and silence 
on such an occasion might, in the view 
of aom«, be deemed an admission uf 
some ot the allegations, in discharga 
of a publie duty, as the organs of trinli, 
we shall candidly and plainly state such 
facets as arc misreprcsenicd Mi>d exptise 
the fallacy of the abominable doctrines 
and opinions attempted to be propagated 
byour politiéal adversaiies.

his morals pure, and his talents fully 
adequate to the duties of his station.— 
There are in short few men in our State

They af­ 
fect'to believe* end come nigh to charg­ 
ing the Oovernor and Attembly with an 
inieetion to ditrnember tho Union, by 
exciting sedition and rebellion. Though 
it is intended that these (Ugrantly libel- 
, tens falsboodt when mtde more def ai- 
tively as to pertont, thaU receive that 
reward which the Itwe of our country 
bts enacted for auch errminai tlandera 
•»yet on this occasion it may not be im­ 
proper to state, at appeara by the do­ 
ings of thst Convention which were pub* 
lished,andatwaswell kno^n tt the timC} 
that the objectt of the Convention were 
diametricidly opposite in tendency to 
•vrhat is attempted to be ascribed to it, 
and that what of Iheir meaaures were 
dsemod Hf .our vesy legal, peaceable

The democreta have got up a letter of 
Mr. ËpDY a ship-builder in tbe towv of 
Providence, who aeems to intimate that

It it evident, however, that 
the argument which lurks under the 
cover of a tiew formed opinion, has been 
put into hit mouth by tbote who thuuRht 
it would have more weight than if it 
came from the suspicious source of ori­ 
ginal demoeracy, and wa* the leading 
idea eofcgested at the grand democratic 
convention to dcceive the good people 
of this State, who are suffering from «he 
• pressure of the times —The argument 
(if such it may be called) is thia—that 
we are rebellious against he General 
; Governtnent in not choosing'tuch lien 
' for our Governor, kc. at tre friendly to 
> all the measuret of the General Qofem- 
ment and willing implicitly to obey their 
I commands in all thing's—that in eonse- 
quence of this» the General Govarament 
! withdraws its protect ion end pttronage 
{ from us—but that if we Will repent of 
our opposition, give i>p eur opinions—be 
governed in our State affaire by the will 
of our national rulers, choose their offic­ 
ers for our Governor, Ice. they will re­ 
store us to our staiuling, confer a por­ 
tion of their favor upon us—establish a 
naval depot here—and perhaps let us 
have a ship or two to biiild. 


They endeavor tu illustrate tbe argu­ 
ment by the similitude of a disobedient 
child which ilt pt'cnt corrects, but 
which, on returnin^v to its duty, he very 
kindly and afTectioifatcly receives into 
favor as tho’ nothing had happened.

Arthur Tenner continued Governor till 
his death—Jumcs Tenner was appointed 
Senator and subsequently G overnor- 
David Mowcll Commissioner to settle 
the Northern boundary and received 
210,000 for that job, but the line is not 
settled yet—Knii'ht Uexter, his son-in- 
law, was appointed Marshall—David 
Howell ai^ain, District Judge— Nehc- 
miah R. Knight Clerk of the District 
Court and Collector of Taxes ; and now, 
if you may believe Mr. Lddy and hie 
political proii)piers, it would be taken 
very kindly of us by the General Ou- 
vernment if we would make him Go­ 
vernor, which would «i.akc two vacan­ 
cies for the Knights or VlowclU or tome 
of the Fennsr dynnsiy.
